ported from Belgium and Ho'land by 
the States and the municipality, and 
sold at a nominal cost to tlie. citizens, 
who established rabbit hutches anc 
bred them to replenish the beef and 
pork supply in the war. 


Berlin 
alone 
bought 
100,000.000 


marks worth of rabbits in one order 
for which the city is still indebted 
Whole trtunloads of the little ani.naU 
were distributed from 19i' 10 the 
middle of the following year. 


Many famHes tasted no other ireai 


but rabbit for months and the sweet- 
ish flavor of it pallad. Then came a 
t.me when the cost of rabbit feed 
became so high that the citizens were 
compelled to Kill the animals and eat 
them, or see them starve.

rabbit houses on the the

buildings, on balconies, in backyard*, 
gardens^,and- odd -corners- of alleys 
and streets, disappeared.

"Our collection had included, when 


I left the party, 25,000 sorts of insects, 
several hundred varieties of fishes, 
100 reptiles and about 12,000 botanic- 
al specimens. 


"We took some moving pictures 


that should be of interest. 
One film 


of about 8,000 feet shows microscop- 
ically ,the life history- of a colony of 
white ants. 
This should be of great 


scif-ntific and educational value. 
Our 


operators also were able to film the 
little known Aymara Indians of the 
Brazilian table land.

:'\\"hat difference .if any, did you 


note between the South America of 
your first visit and that of today?" Dr. 
Rusby was asked. 


-It was like looking at a child first 


and then at a man." he replied. "Per- 
haps the thing that impressed me 
most was the absence of savages. 
When 1 was down there in 1S85-87, 
we not onlv saw savages but had to 
fight them. 
I have in my collection 


poisoned arrows that killed some of 
my companions o' those days. But 1 
saw no savages thi slime. I saw some 
who had been savages, but had be- 
come civilized, or semi-civilized. 


"I asked the natives: 'Where have 


al ithe savages gone?' Some said they 
did not know: others said. 'They have 
?one back deeper into the forests.' I 
believe that they have died off or en- 
tered semi-civilization, for the most 
part.

Forks, on the Whit* Oak road, in 
Dinwiddie county, about 15 miles 
from Petersburg, died In Petersburg 
hospital at 4:46 o'clock Sunday morn- 
Ing, after having been shot in the 
abdomen. His nephew, who 
lived 
with his father, James E. Ford, at 
1449 Halifax street, lingered until 31 
o'clock Sunday evening. Young Ford 
died from a similar wound. A second 
shot took effect in the left wrist. 
With the arrest of Denton, the 
local authorities believe that they 
have rounded up the last of the prin- 
cipals in the affair, which occurred 
about 9:SO o'clock Saturday evening 
in the woods on Heath's farm. 
The 
others 
under 
arrest 
are 
Everett 
Marks, formerly of this city, but late- 
ly a resident of Richmond, who sur- 
rendered himself 
Sunday 
evening, 
and Henry Doyle, of Petersburg, who 
formerly conducted a hotel here, and 
who was arrested yesterday morning 
about 11:30 o'clock. 


According to the authorities, none 


of the men under arrest has made a 
statement in regard to the shooting, 
and but little information was secur- 
ed from Heath and Ford before they 
died. 
Both refused to talk when seen by 


the coroner. E. L. McGIll. but Ford 
is now understood to have made a 
short statement before he died. 
The story of the shooting generally 


accepted by the police is made up 
largely 
of 
information 
given 
by 


James Moore, of this city, and is sub- 
stantially as follows: 


Marks. Doyle and Benton asked 


Moore to accompany them on a drive 
into the country, and the four left 
Petersburg about 8 o'clock. 
They 


drove to Heath's farm, where Mark? 
called out the farmer and. it is alleg- 
ed, opened negotiations for a quan- 


tity of liquor.

have had about J100 with him. with 
which he was commissioned to pur- 
chase the liquor for Richmond par- 
ties.

be held at 3 o'clock this afternoon by 
Dr. J 
Karnsey Xe\itt, District coro- 


ner, at the morgue. 


Kouis was indignant at his arrest, 


declaring that he was in no way con- 
nected with the mysterious death of 
his wife. 
-He claims that he left her 


in thnir apartment on the third floor 
of 923 T) street northwest, where he 
is employed as a. waiter in the res- 
taurant on the nrs floor, and that a 
half hour later he returned to his 
rooms and found his wife dead, Ijlng 
on the floor. 


"My wife and I had been happy," 


said Kouis 
"We had no o.uarrel and 


she had never talked of suicide. She 
was cheerful when I left her and I 
cannot account for Tier death. I never 
?aw any cyanide of potassium, and 1 
have no idea where my wife got it, if 
it is true she died from this poison.'' 


"I ordered that Kouis be taken into 


custodi a.s a matter of precaution." 
declared Co.pt. K. W. Brown, of th-'

"She Is not able to throw the 
slightest light on the attack. She did 
not see any one in her room and she 
does not remember being hit. Dorothy

Henkels ' about 
2 
o'clock 
Sunday 
morninsr. 
She talked a while with 
her mother about the good time she 
had. 
Then she went to bed. 
"The next thing we knew was when 
we heard a. scream about 4 o'clock. 
I rushed into the room just in time 
to see a man jump through the win- 
dow and hear him run. I went to the 
window, but no one was in sight. 
"The man must have stepped Into 
the doorway, a few feet from the 
window, and stood there a minute or 
two until 1 went to the telephone to 
call police headquarters for an am- 
bulance." 
The milkman who saw the assail- 
ant running from the Nichols apart- 
ment came along just then and spoke 
to Mr. Nichols. 
Hp refused to give 
his name, but he said: 
"The man was about 5 feet 7 inches 
tall and weighed about 130 pounds. 
He wore a dark soft cloth hat and a 
dark suit and a large overcoat, with 
diagonal slash pockets.
